Roll-forged from a solid steel bar 


The tools in this catalog offer a combination of 
light weight and great strength that can be pro¬ 
duced in only one way, namely, by roll-forging 
the entire tool head, in one piece, from a bar of 
special analysis steel. 

Only in this way can tines and blades he shaped 
and drawn to the desired taper without welds, 
rivets or weak spots, and with the strongest grain 
structure in the steel itself. 

It is a job for skilled hand craftsmen — trained 
for generations in UNION’S factories. 



A. Work starts with a bar of special 
analysis steel. 

B. Die-cut into series of interlocking 
blanks. Almost no steel wasted. 

C. Individual blank removed. This 
shape is for 4-tine manure fork. 


D. Blank is heated and passed 12 
times thru rollers by hand, to draw 
out the first tine. 

E. Each tine requires re-heating and 
12 roller passes. One mistake will 
ruin whole fork. 


F. After 4 heats and 48 passes, fork 
is ready for shaping. 

G. Shaped and ready for bending, 
pointing, tempering, surface-peen- 
ing, and polishing. 


Hoes Knife Tapered to cut soil and weeds 




A hoe is not “just a hoe” the way UNION crafts¬ 
men make it. Blade and shank are a solid one- 
piece forging, roll-forged in a taper from a strong 
bead to all edges, then long-beveled to an easily- 
sharpened cutting edge and fitted with just the 
right shape and length of handle to make a well 
balanced working tool.
